Claims 1-4, 6, 10-20, 22-23, 25-28, 30 and 32 are allowed.

Claims 5, 7-9, 21, 24, 29 and 31 are cancelled. 



Examiner's Reasons for Allowance 



3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claims 1-4, 6, 10-20, 22-23, 25-28, 30 and 32 are allowable for at least the reasons cited 

below, 

3.1 As regards independent claims 1 and 23 and using independent claim 1 as an example, 
the following limitations in combination with other limitations are neither anticipated nor made 
obvious by the prior art, ''designing a distributed computer system " and "a port that is 
represented of a service access point" and "a wire that is representative of an allowable 
communication between two or more ports*\ The Examiner notes that the combination of 
Applicants' instant amendments to the claims and the arguments set forth in the 10/18/2005 
responses have been in combination persuasive. The Examiner further notes that Applicants' 
have provided a special definition of the terms ''port'' and "wire " by teaching the data structures 
in figure 2 items 226 and 224. 

3.2 As regards independent claims 14, 28, and 30 and using independent claim 14 as an 
example, the following limitations, in combination with other limitations are neither anticipated 
nor made obvious by the prior art, "designing a distributed computer system " and "the model 
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components having an associated schema*' and ''converting the scale-independent application 
into a blueprint that specifies the computers and the software programs to physically implement 
the application, " The Examiner notes that the combination of Applicants' instant amendments to 
the claims and the arguments set forth in the 10/18/2005 responses have been in combination 
persuasive. 

3.3 As regards independent claim 32 the following hmitations, in combination with other 
limitations are neither anticipated nor made obvious by the prior art, ' 'means for enabling a 
developer to design a distributed computer system as least in part by representing hardware and 
software resources as model components " and "means for specifying how the hardware and 
software resources represented by the model components are specified''. The Examiner notes 
that the combination of Applicants' instant amendments to the claims and the arguments set forth 
in the 10/18/2005 responses have been in combination persuasive. The Examiner further notes 
that Applicants' have invoked 35 USC § 1 12 sixth paragraphs and that AppUcants' are drawing 
structural support for the limitation, " means for specifying how the hardware and software 
resources represented by the model components are specified'' from the data structures in figure 
2 of the specification. 

3.4 Dependent claims 2, 3, 4, 6, 10, 1 1, 12, 13, 15, 16, 17, 18, 19, 20, 22, 25, 26 and 27 are 
allowed for at least the reason that they depend upon an allowed base claim. 

3.5 Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee.
